Dole 
being among the number. 
Fertilizer 
manufacturers 
were 
represented 
by 
Messrs. Miller and Haas, of San Fran- 
cisco and A. F. Cooke and Dr. 
Ava-da- 
m, 
local dealers. 
Among the visit- 
ing managers were Messrs. J. A. Scott, 
C. C. Kennedy, 
W. W. Goodale, 
C. 
M. 
Walton, 
A. S. Wilcox, 
Cropp, 
Hind, W. J. Lowrie, 
Morrison and 
others. 
The morning 
session was rather a 
short one, adjournment 
being made 
before noon. 
Most of the time 
was 
consumed in discussion of a satisfac- 
tory manner 
of raising 
revenue 
to 
liquidate 
back indebtedness 
and 
ex- 
pense of conducting 
future 
work of 
the association. 
President Schaefer opened the meet- 
ing in the following 
well-tim- ed 
re- 
marks:

published lu the Planters' Monthly. 
The 
report 
of 
Secretary 
Bolte 
showed that a great deal of progress 
had been made in various direction: 
the inauguration 
of a labratory and 
experimental station, with Dr. Walter 
Maxwell as director and J. T. Craw- 
ley as chemist. 
Dr 
Maxwell 
bad 
made a taur of the islands and visited 
nearly every plantation, familiarizing 
himself 
with 
the conditions 
of the 
various 
localities, 
thereby 
enabliug 
him to give the plantation managers 
the benefit of his thorough, practical 
and scientific knowledge 
of agricul- 
ture Mid 
sugar-makin- 
g. 
Tbe weather 
had been lavorable during 
tbe past 
season, but last season's crop fell short 
by 10 per cent, of the previous one, 
leaving 
149,363 
tons 
for 
1S94 95, 
against 166,432 tons for 1S93-9- 
Treasurer Jones' report was lengthy 
and dealt in detail with the fiuaucial 
affairs of the association. 
It showed 
the company lo be some $16,000 in 
debt, 
most 
of which 
was iicurred 
through the establishment 
of the new 
station 
and expense 
of maintaining 
the same. 
Mr. Jones 
recommended 
that an assessment of 5 cents a ton be 
placed on the output 
of tbe preseut 
season's crop, 149,365 tons, as a meaus 
of raising necessary funds to carry ou 
the work and cover incurred 
expense. 
This was made in the form of a 
mo- 
tion, 
followed 
by 
a 
like 
move 
in 
the matter of taxing 
fertilizers. 
He advocated 
placing a tax 
of 
50 
cents ou each ton used by the plant- 
ers, the amouut 
to be paid by the 
manufacturers; 
20,000 tons was about 
the amount used by the plantations 
yearly, and ou that basis the sum of 
$10000 could be raised, leaving some 
$6,(00 to be raid by a direct 
assess- 
ment on the suj:ar crop. These recom- 
mendations provoked a great deal of 
discussion, Prof. Maxwell being called 
upon olten to explain the cost of 
cer- 
tain investigations, 
etc. 
Mr. Hackfeld approved of fertilizers 
being used 
by the planters only after 
having been parsed on by tbe chemist 
with satisfactory results. 
Hedoubted 
the propriety of placing a tax of 50 
cents on each ton of the product used 
in the isUnds. 
Most of tbe supply 
came from San Francisco, but arrange- 
ments were under way to furuish all 
that was needed by home companies. 
A State law of Louisiana made it ob- 
ligatory 
to pay that amount, but he 
did not believe it could be carried out 
in Hawaii. 
Tbe best way to reach a 
satisfactory 
conclusion 
was to refer 
tbe matter to a committee, 
and be 
named 25 cents tax per ton as a com- 
promise and equitable amouut. 
f 
Mr. Kennedy could not see tbe jus 
tice in taxing some of the plantations 
that were compelled to use fertilizers 
for tbe use of those not using any. He 
thought it best to raise the revenue 
required by a direct tax on tbe sugar 
crop. 
Mr. Scott took the same stand. 
Others favored and opposed the 
men- 
tioned plan. 
After considerable 
dis- 
cussion, coupled with several amend- 
ments, it was finally agreed to place 
an assessment of 25 cents on each ton 
of sugar raised this year, 
if it was 
fountl necessary, in order to clear off 
indebtedness. 
Before tbe matter was disposed of, 
however, 
many 
recommendations 
were made and voted down, tbe sense 
of tbe meeting seeming to favormeet-in- g 
all expenses 
by a direct tax on 
sugar and without making any charge 
for analyri 
of fertilizers. 
Professor 
Maxwell told the meeting that such a 
course would be utterly impracticable, 
as the chemists 
could not carry 'out 
tbe work. 
Thirty dollars was named 
a4 tbe cost of making an analysis, 
whether Urge or small. It was finally 
agreed to reler tbe matter to a com 
mittee of four to act in conjunction 
with Professor Maxwell, and 
on 
mo- 
tion of Mr. Morrison the chair named 
"Messrs. Morrison, Swanzy, Cropp and 
Young 
Mr. Jones, speakiccr for the 
good 
and welfare ofthe association, said the 
board of trustees desired to make the 
institution a permanent 
and efficient 
one. 
In order to get tbe best results, 
it was absolutely 
necessary to have 
good men and pay them good salaries, 
amounts which would recompense the 
association and 
those in its employ. 
Tbe trustees unanimously 
favored 
in- 
creasing 
Professor Maxwell's 
salary, 
commencing 
with tbe beginning 
of 
tbe new year. 
Tney felt be was 
de- 
serving of the increased 
stipend, 
the professor was under con- 
tract until next April at a much 
smaller salary. 
There was no oppo- 
sition to tbe proposed change and tbe 
item 
passeo a 
recommended. 
Mr. 
Crawley bad proven to be a most val- 
uable cnemlst and assistant. 
Professor 
Maxwell spoke in tbe highest terms of 
tis services and the 
tru-te- ts 
had cin-- 
idered his claim forau increased sal- 
ary 
It was unanimously 
agreed to 
materially increase his caiary to date 
fiom October 
-t. 
Further estimated 
expenses 
were named 
for paying

REPORT 
OX LABOR. 
Tbe report of tbe labor committee, a 
lpngthy, 
but very Interesting 
docu 
mem, 
was read by F. M. 
Swanzy, 
chairman 
of tbe committee. 
Tbe area 
of sugar lands now under cultivation 
in the islands 
is larger tbnu at any 
previous time, 
which, 
with 
the Im 
proved conditions 
of sugar culture, 
will give the largest output of sugar of 
any year thus far. 
The crop is esti- 
mated at 190,000 tons. 
In spite of the 
efforts. of the trustees there 
is a pros- 
pect of the labor supply 
falling short 
of the requirements. 
It was hoped that the mission of 
Mr. Thurston to Portugal would result 
lu the resumption of emigration 
from 
that country. 
The proposed importa- 
tion of 600 Portuguese had resulted in 
342 landing in April, and tbe prospect 
of more coming 
is uncertain. 
The 
work of Mr. Thurston 
and other Ha- 
waiian representatives had been ham- 
pered by an organization 
existing in 
tbe Azores to obiain 
immigrants) for 
Brazil. 
Tbe 
Portuguese 
brought 
in 
April cost tbe planters $65,000, which, 
when divided among the plantations, 
is a larger sum than can be afforded. 
A scheme is now on foot to brine Por- 
tuguese in small 
lots via the United 
States, and tbe planters 
have agreed 
to take a number equal to 20 per cent, 
of the Japanese anu Chinese laborers 
received on condition that tbe 
ex- 
penses shall not exceed $100 per man. 
The efforts to obtain Chinese from 
Hongkong were reviewed. 
The num- 
ber applied for was 1575, of whom 942 
have been received. The Chinese who 
have thus far arrived seemed satisfied 
with their condition, 
and tbe 
em- 
ployers, to far as beard from, have 
expressed satisfaction with tbe men. 
Tbe Japanese 
have done good 
ser- 
vice, and have given little trouble. 
Suggestions have been made for ob- 
taining Germans 
for agricultural 
la- 
borers. 
This matter is under 
con- 
sideration.

Dr. Clifford is 
apparently a man 
who 
recognizes 
that the office of a newspaper is 
not to suppress the news, but rather, 
to tell the story of passing events, 
whether they are good, bad or in 
different. 
He recognizes that while 
the paper has a responsibility in 
the character of the news which it 
sets forth, there 
is also a certain 
responsibility on the part of the 
reader in determining to what use 
he puts the 
material 
which 
he 
reads.

but 
God 
gave 
tbe 
increase."

was no foundation but Christ.

laid the one corner stone, chosen and 
precious, Christ Jesus the righteous, 
and there tu no other foundation.
